Jam es E. Weedin, St. Josep h, p resi­ 
dent of the state association, had 
rep orted that fluoridation had beet 
p rov ed to reduce the incidence of 
tooth decay by as much as 65 p ei 
cent. 
“Certain indiv duals and group s 
whose motiv es are most difficult 
to understand hav e been attem p t­ 
ing to delay and forestall the fluori­ 
dation of community water sup ­ 
p lies through the sp read of r u­ 
mors and erroneous and m islead­ 
ing information,” the resolution 
said. 
It p ointed out fluoridation had 
been recommended by all m ajor 
national health organizations.

— An 
av erage of 1065 fish were caught in 
each mile of an 81-mile stretch of 
the Niangua Riv er during 19 52, 
according to a rep ort by George 
Fleener, fisheries biologist for the 
Conserv ation Commission. In 19 51 
only 450 fish were caught p er mile. 
In the entire 81-mile stretch sur­ 
v ey ed by Fleener, 31,000 ang lers 
took ov er 86,000 fish. An esti­ 
mated 1,000 float fishermen fished 
the Niangua during the 19 52 sea­ 
son. They comp rised only 3.2 p er 
cent of all the anglers. 
“Smallmouth 
bass 
made 
up 
about 9 p er cent of the total 
catch,” Fleener said, “as comp ared 
to 13 p er cent in 19 51. It bass were 
taken at a regular rate along the 
stream there would hav e been one 
bass ev ery 58 feet.” 
Fishing p ressure increased by 
almost 17,000 anglers ov er 19 51, 
with about 380 fishermen for each 
mile of stream. Low w ater condi­ 
tions limited floating and the rate 
of catch on smallmouth bass was 
reduced since float fishermen take 
a p rop ortionately larger share of 
bass than do bank anglers.

E. N. Leech, who had ap p eared 
before the Council, declared no­ 
body had ev er ap p roached him, or 
as far as he knew, the p ost with 
any offer to buy the p ark for any 
other p urp ose and said he did not 
believ e there was any truth in the 
rumor. He said, like Lufcy , that 
the p ost was stronger now and 
had 
certain 
things in 
mind 
it 
might be able to sp onsor which 
would bring in rev enue. 
The baseball p ark, as most ev ­ 
ery body knows, is the ball p ark 
used by the Little Leaguers, boy s 
from 9 to 12 y ears of age; by the 
Intermediate League of 12 to 15 
y ear olds; a league of p lay ers from 
15 to 17, if it can be formed. It is 
also used by the Sikeston Stags. 
No Mo re Flay ing ? 
If the city should giv e up the 
p ark it would mean that all these 
leagues and the Stags would hav e 
to p ay for using the ball p ark be­ 
cause it would be the only way 
the VFW could get any rev enue 
out of their use of the p ark. This 
means, it is p ointed out, that the 
sp onsors of the v arious junior ball 
p lay ers would hav e to dig up from 
$100 to $300 and this would p rob­ 
ably mean—no sp onsors and, con­ 
sequently , no junior league teams. 
Billy Walker, chairman of the 
ball p ark committee of the City 
Council and also Sikeston’s base 
ball commissioner, said this morn 
ing “The only way I would p er­ 
sonally recommend the return of 
the p ark to the VFW would be for 
there to be a clause in the title 
that it would remain as a ball p ark 
and could not be re-sold. The city 
sp ent some $1700 on the p rop erty 
last y ear and I am, right now, re­ 
ceiv ing bids for the erection of a 
new fence around it.” 
Way ne Bess, who sup p lied the 
major p ortion of the money as a 
loan to buy and install the p ark 
for the VFW, declared he didn’t 
think the p ark should be sold but 
should be kep t as a “ball p ark for 
the kids.” He doubted the ability 
of the VFW to take ov er the p rop ­ 
erty and handle it successfully 
now any m*ore than they could 
when they had it. “As far as I’m 
concerned,” he said, “I’d like to 
see the city keep it. The city is 
large enough to hav e it and we 
need a ball p ark where the y oung­ 
er boy s can go to p lay ball.” 
With one ex cep tion, the alder­ 
men, when questioned this m orn­ 
ing, were of the op inion the city 
should either retain control of the 
p ark or, if it returned it to the 
VF’W should hav e p rov ision in the 
transfer that would p rev ent the 
VFW from selling or using it for 
any other p urp ose than a ball p ark.

Churchill Wants 
Great Powers 
Meet Soon 


Says Session Should 
Not Be Hampered 
By Any Long Agenda 


LONDON (VP)—Prim e Minister 
Churchill said today he is in fav or 
of a high lev el conference of the 
leading p owers without any great 
delay . 
In a House of Commons sp eech 
on foreign p olicy , Churchill said 
the high lev el conference should 
not be hamp ered by any long 
agenda, and should be carried out 
in an atmosp here of inform ality 
and p riv acy and ev en seclusion. 
Churchill was not sp ecific, but 
sup p osedly meant he should get 
together with President Eisenhow­ 
er and Prem ier Malenkov . He re- 
fered to a “conference at the high­ 
est lev el of the leading p owers.” 
Churchill said this conference 
might not come to any hard ag ree­ 
ment but at least it would lead to 
a better understanding. 
The p rime minister rev iewed 
what he called the “change in 
atti­ 
tude and, we all hop e, mood” that 
has taken p lace in Sov iet Russia 
and the Kremlin itself since 
the 
death of Stalin. 
He ap p ealed for caution in “ do ­ 
ing or say ing” any thing that 
mig ht 
giv e the Sov iet leaders ground 
fo r 
susp icion. He said “it would be a 
mistake to assume that nothing 
could be settled unless or 
until 
ev ery thing is settled.” 
In a rev iew of foreign p roblems 
Churchill told the House of Com­ 
mons: 
1. The comp romise truce pro po s­ 
als offered by the Communists in 
Korea should be giv en “sy m p a­ 
thetic and p atient ex am ination.” 
2. Western Germ any needs to be 
incorp orated soon into the Western 
defense set up . Britain intends to 
stand firmly behind h er co mmit­ 
ments to W estern Germany . 
3. Britain will discuss arrang e­

zone but British tro o ps will defend 
themselv es if the Eg y ptians try to 
start trouble there. 
4. A p iecemeal so lutio n of pro b­ 
lems with Russia was better than 
no settlement at 
all. This co uld be 
interp reted as mild criticism o f 
President Eisenho wer’s recent all 
inclusiv e peace plan. 
5 . The po sitio n o f French-led 
fo rces in Indo china has impro v ed, 
partially because o f the adv ent.o f 
the rainy seaso n there.

LONDON CP)— P rim e M inister 
Churchill said today he is in favor 
of a high level conference of th e 
leading pow ers w ithout any great 
delay. 
In a House of Com m ons speech 
on foreign policy, C hurchill said 
the high level conference should

agenda, and should be carried out 
in an atm osphere of inform ality 
and privacy and even seclusion. 
Churchill was not specific, but 
(supposedly m ean t he should get 
together w ith P resident E isenhow ­ 
er and P rem ier M alenkov. He re- 
fered to a “conference at the h ig h ­ 
est level of the leading pow ers.” 
Churchill said this conference 
m ight not come to any h ard agree­ 
m ent but at least it would lead to 
a better understanding.

w h at he called the “change in atti­ 
tude and, we all hope, m ood” th a t 
has taken place in Soviet Russia 
and the K rem lin itself since the 
death of Stalin. 
He appealed for caution in “do­ 
ing or saying” anything th a t m ight 
give the Soviet leaders ground for 
suspicion. He said “it would be a 
m istake to assum e th a t nothing 
could be settled unless or until 
everything is settled.”

Churchill told the House of C om ­ 
mons: 
1. The com prom ise truce propos­ 
als offered by th e C om m unists in 
K orea should be given “sy m p a­ 
thetic and patien t ex am in atio n .” 
2. W estern G erm an y needs to be 
incorporated soon into the W estern 
defense set up. B ritain intends to 
stand firm ly behind h e r co m m it­ 
m ents to W estern G erm any. 
3. B ritain w ill discuss a rra n g e ­ 
m ents for providing an in te rn a ­ 
tional defense of the Suez C anal 
zone but British troops will defend 
them selves if the E gyptians try to 
start trouble there. 
4. A piecem eal solution of prob­ 
lems with Russia was better than 
no settlem ent at all. T his could be 
in terp re ted as mild criticism of 
P resident E isenhow er’s recen t all 
inclusive peace plan. 
5. T he position of F re n c h -led 
forces in Indochina has improved, 
partially because of the advent of 
the rainy season there. He warned 
the West not to assum e too hastily 
that Moscow is calling the tune 
for the m ilitary m ovem ent in In­ 
dochina.

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The fight over power is w arm ­ 
ing up again in the Senate and 
promises to be a major issue be­ 
fore the Congress this Session. The 
question of whether the public is 
entitled to buy power at reason­ 
able rates is not new, but must 
be fought out again and again. It 
reaches a new crisis at this time 
because of a growing and danger­ 
ous trend to permit private inter­ 
ests to profit by exploiting our N a­ 
tion’s wealth—resources which be­ 
long to all of the people. If we are 
not alert to this danger, it is the 
taxpayers of the country who will 
suffer. 
Of particular importance to Mis­ 
sourians right now is the action of 
the House of Representatives on 
the Interior Department Approp­ 
riation bill. Among other things, 
the House cut off the continuing 
fund for the Southwestern Power 
Administration. Why should this 
concern us? Well, about half a 
million people in our State stand to 
be hurt by this action. A quarter 
of a million are members of rural 
electric co-operatives which have 
contracts with SPA—the remaining 
quarter of a million are affected 
because they live in communities 
which buy power from SPA Actu­ 
ally, many thousands of additional 
people are potential victims of the 
House cut—all of those who reside 
in any community south of the 
Missouri River which has a pub­ 
licly-owned 
utility 
system 
that 
could be served by SPA. All of 
these people constitute what is 
known as “preference customers” 
under a policy clearly enunciated 
by the Congress in the Flood Con­ 
trol Act of 1944—that “preference 
in the sale of such energy (energy 
generated at dams built by the 
Army Engineers) shall be given to 
public bodies and cooperatives.” 
The continuing fund cut off by 
the House is actually made up of 
moneys earm arked out of receipts 
by SPA from the sale of power 
in wholesale quantities to its p u r­ 
chasers, who are continuing fund 
comes from the nature of its oper­ 
ations. 
The contracts which SPA makes 
with private power companies pro­ 
vide that the two parties shall 
exchange power as needed and an 
agreement on tho part of the pri­ 
vate or commercial power com­ 
panies to carry power for the use 
of preference customers of SPA. 
(These latter agreements are call­ 
ed “wheeling” contracts.) This is 
primarily a barter system and in­ 
volves the payment either way of 
only small amounts of dollars at 
the end of each fiscal year—the 
exchange being largely a mutually 
advantageous transfer of power 
back and forth between the parties. 
The SPA contracts with the REA 
co-ops are much the same, except 
that the payment for power bought 
and sold in both directions is en­ 
tirely in dollars and the SPA also 
leases transmission lines from the 
co-ops essential to distribution of 
the power, and the rental is paid 
for out of dollars accuring from the 
sale of power. 
Congress, in its wisdom, origin­ 
ally provided that receipts from 
the sale of power should go into 
a revolving or “continuing fund” 
to cover all costs in connection 
with the purchase of electric power 
and energy and rentals and for the 
use of facilities for the transm is­ 
sion and distribution of electric 
power and energy to public bodies, 
cooperatives and privately-owned 
utilities.” In 1951, Congress decid­ 
ed that SPA should have to come 
back each year to ask for permis­ 
sion to spend its own income, but 
pledged that the fund would be 
approved each year. This is h ard­ 
ly efficient, since it is both tim e­ 
consuming and costly for Congress 
to go over the same ground each 
year, particularly so because if 
Congress acts in good faith, it 
would always approve it. 
The House action not only vio­ 
lates this pledge, but means that 
SPA contracts with the G & T 
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(Generation and Transmission co­ 
ops) would be null and void, that 
the G & T co-ops would be ser­ 
iously hurt thereby or even forced 
out of business, and that, as a re­ 
sult, a half million farmers and 
urban residents in Missouri would 
be unable to purchase power at 
reasonable rates. 
Moreover, the 
Federal loans to G & T co-ops, 
under the RHA program, were 
made on the basis that they would 
largely be repaid out of the pro­ 
ceeds received from the sale of 
power under the contracts with 
SPA. There is no question but that 
the House action is aimed at put­ 
ting the REA co-ops out of busi­ 
ness and abandoning the “prefer­ 
ence clause” policy which has been 
the power policy of our Nation for 
m any years. If they succeed in 
their aim, not only is the Govern­ 
ment’s investment jeopardized, but 
the private companies have a vir­ 
tual monopoly and an opportunity 
to take over REA facilities at a 
fraction of their real value. 
Congressmen Clarence Cannon 
of Missouri and Rayburn of Texas 
made valiant efforts in the House 
to restore this fund, but failed by 
a vote of 212 to 167. All 7 Missouri 
Democrats, (Bolling, Cannon. Car­ 
nahan, Jones, Karsten, Moulder 
and Mrs. Sullivan) voted in the 
public interest—to restore the fund.
